We have to report a suit against the Town now pending in the 
Supreme Court, brought by William H. Hills, claiming to recover a 
large sum on account of copying and repairing the earlier Records 
of the Town and for two covering stones, which, we understand, he 
gave to the Town, and for Justice fees in a liquor case of which we have 
no knowledge. 


In order that the tax-payers and voters may know why we did not | 
pay this claim, we will state some of the facts known to the Selectmen. 
At the annual Town Meeting in March, 1888, the Town passed the 
following WOLG.t VIZ. 72 


Resolved, ‘That the Selectmen be instructed to procure the copy- 
ing and binding-of the early records, and cause all papers and books 
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relating to the early history of the Town to be filed and preserved 
as required by Chapter 74 of the laws passed Aug. 28, 1885, or any 
other Statute or Statutes of the State. ‘The expense of the same to be 
paid of any money in the ‘Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


Said resolution was passed at the annual meeting held March, 
1888.

The Selectmen of that year made a contract with William H. 
Hills to do the work outlined in this vote, he stating at that time that 
he could have the work done before the next annual meeting. The 
Selectmen having confidence that he would do as he agreed, did not 
require from him a bond to return all books and papers within the year, 
as they should have done. His authority to do this work is shown by 
the following, viz. : | 


“To William Hills of Plaistow, in the County of Rockingham. 
Whereas the law of the State requires that the books of the public 
records and registery belonging to towns and cities be well and strongly 
bound, and other paper and documents duly filed and arranged in an 
orderly and convenient manner for reference at the expense of the 
city and town. And, whereas, the town at its last annual meeting, by 
vote instructed its Selectmen to have its early records and_ papers 
copied and bound in order to insure preservation, and, whereas, we have 
confidence in your ability and integrity to perform the work and duties 
authorized by law and vote aforesaid, we do hereby appoint you agent 
to see that the town records are properly copied and bound, and other 
papers and documents duly filed, and arranged in accordance with the 
law and vote aforesaid. You are hereby authorized to have the 
custody of all books, papers and documents for so long a time as may’ 
be necessary for copying, binding and arranging the same for the full 
discharge of your said duties. Given under our hands this 18th of 
August, 1888.

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Under that contract, the Town Records show that a payment was 
made by the town to Mr. Hills ‘on February 23, 1889, for his bill ren- 
dered as follows :

The second payment was made February 28, 1890, upon his 
receipt as follows : :

The third payment was made February 28, 1891, upon his bill 
rendered as follows :

By this bill, it appears that the town has paid for a Family Record 
Book. We have not received any from him or know why one should 
have been ‘purchased. ‘The town has not received but two Index 
books (of the five) paid for in the above bill, but from the fact that 
three Index books were procured at this time, it would seem that he 
was then well along with his copying. ‘The fourth payment was 
February 26, 1892, upon the following bill rendered by him:

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The fifth payment was August 6, 1892, upon his receipt as follows : 


“Received of the Town of Plaistow, twenty-seven dollars and 
forty-five cents in full for binding and repairing Town Books. 


(Signed) WILLIAM H. HILLS. $27.45.” 


We have, therefore, a total amount of one hundred and forty- 
seven dollars and fifteen cents, which the town has paid to Mr. Hills 
in this matter. And all the town has to show for this is as follows, viz. : 


Six books, which he merely had rebound and numbered 1, 3, 4, 
5, 10 and 12, respectively ; one book, No. 22, indexed ; books, Nos, 
13, 16 and 23, relabeled on the back; book, No. 24, corners on the 
covers: repaired and relabeled on the back; book, No. 20, a new 
index book, indexed and numbered; No. 30, repaired, and a few other 
books that he has numbered. ‘These are all the books that the Select- 
men find in possession of the town, which have been repaired, or upon 
which any work has been done. We should perhaps state here that we 
are informed that there is due to the town from Mr. Hills, certain fines 
imposed by him as a Justice of the Peace and paid to him for the 
town, amounting to about sixty dollars, which we do not find he has 
accounted for. 


At the annual March election held March 9th, 1897, the following 
resolution was adopted : 


Resolved, ‘Vhat in the opinion of the legal voters and citizens 
of said town, the time allotted Wiliam H. Hills to copy, index and 
bind the early papers and records of this town to insure the preserva- 
tion of said records, has a long time since expired. And, whereas, the 
said William H. Hills has had since the 18th day of August, 1888, to 
so compile, index, copy and bind said records, we believe he has had a 
reasonable time to perform said work. And, therefore, 


Resolved, 'Yhatthe time allowed the said William H. Hills, in 
which to complete said work and turn over absolutely all the books 
and papers which said contract gave him authority to use, shall not ex- 
ceed three months from this date, so that every voter and citizen shall 
have an opportunity to examine and copy from said records at any 
time, for all legal and legitimate purposes.” 
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After the three months named in the resolution had expired, two 
of the Selectmen called upon Mr. Hills for the books and received 
a part of them. Soon after we made a second demand upon him 
for the remainder of the books and his bill in full, but he refused 
to give up the books or to present any bill for settlement. On Febru- 
ary 16, 1899, we received a bill from him however, for forty-one dollars 
and fifty cents, for certain items claimed to be due him, but not pur- 
porting to be his full bill, to which we paid no attention, as we had told 
him we should not pay any bill not plainly understood to be in full. 
You will notice that he sues for cash paid for books and stationery for 
Records, for labels for old books and for binding the same, twenty- 
seven dollars and seventy-eight cents, in 1897-8. It looks to the 
Selectmen that this was paid in August, 1892, when he says: “ Received 
of the Town of Plaistow, twenty-seven dollars and forty-five cents 27 
full, for binding and repairing ‘Town Books.” 


With the advice and at the request of a large number of tax- 
payers and men of influence in town affairs, we print in this report his 
bill against the town as filed in the Supreme Court. 


This suit was brought against the town by Mr. Hills on March 24, 
1899, and we have been advised by counsel that under no circum- 
stances can he recover for any part of his alleged claim, which accrued 
more than six years before that date—that is prior to March 24, 1893 
—for the reason that it would be outlawed. It is probable, however, 
- that the town would not set up such a defense against a just claim, but 
against a claim so unjust as we feel this to be, it would seem proper to 
take advantage of every defense possible. 


The Selectmen, however, have no desire to take any action re- 
garding this claim, save to carry out the wishes of the town, and with 
the above facts before them the citizens and tax-payers can decide 
how they will instruct the incoming Board of Selectmen to act for the 
interests of the town in the future, regarding this claim and suit. —

BOARD OF HEALTH. 





Executive Sanitary work by Local Board of Health, organized 
April 14, 1899, since which time they have tried to do their duty 
as health officers of the town, regardless of time spent without recom- 
pense, ever having in mind an interest for the town and for the health 
and safety of the people, working strictly within the laws’ limit which 
govern them. May 2, investigated a part of the town, found several 
places in an unhealthy state that was promptly looked after and put in 
a sanitary condition. May 8, investigated the remaining part of the 
town and found to all outside appearances, as far as they could see and 
learn without intruding beyond their rights, neat and tidy. ‘The Board 
have, without delay, looked after all cases that have been reported 
to them, and have taken prompt action to put all in a healthy state. 
Number of contagious diseases, 7; 1 typhoid fever, 1 measles, 1 


diphtheria, 4 scarlet fever. Prompt action was taken in each case to ~ 


placard house and isolate the patient and fumigate. ‘This report con- 
tains only a small part of the work done by the Board, details in many 
cases are omitted for want of space. We believe if the town’s people 
would take an interest in the sanitary-work and co-operate with the 
Board of Health it would be a great help to them, besides less expense 
for the town, also many less calls from doctors.

The Librarian’s report is as follows : 


Forth-eight cards have been issued, making a total of three 
hundred and twenty-one since the library was opened. 


The circulation of books has been as follows: Biography, 66 ; 
Mimewms >, Poetry, 10; History, 119 ;. Literature, 31.;- Natural 
Serenee, 215 -Periodicals, 19; Religion, 7; Saciology, 24; ‘Travels, 
feos) User) Arts,'19; Fiction, 2,242; Miscellaneous, 8 ; total, 2,754. 


The number of volumes added since our last report is 203, mak- 
ing a total of 700. 


The following gifts have been received: From Mrs. J. E. Hardy, 
four volumes; from Mr. John B. Peaslee of Cincinnati, Ohio, one 
volume ; from Mr. George W. Armstrong of Boston, the donor of the 
beautiful public library building of Windham, the history of the Wind- 
ham Library, containing also an account of the dedicatory exercises. 


We are glad to note that the suggestion of last year has borne 
fruit in the gift-of six volumes of Harper’s Magazine from Mr. W. C. 
Bennett, which will be bound and placed in circulation. 


Following the example of other towns and having a desire to make 
the library as useful as possible, the trustees have instructed the 
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librarian to issue a special card to each school, on which the teacher 
may take out such books as will be helpful in her teaching. A classi- 
fied list of the books especially adapted for such use may be found in 
the hands of the hbrarian. 


It is the custom of the State Board of Library Commissioners to 
issue an occasional report in which they note items of interest in 
regard to the libraries of the state. ‘Iwo items appear in connection 
with Plaistow. One refers to Mr. Pollard’s gift of $100 to the library. 
The other is the following: ‘This library, in proportion to its size, has 
a remarkable circulation.” . 


It is suggested that the town reports be preserved from year to 
year, as each list of books will appear but once.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 





In reviewing the work of the past year, we are moved to offer our. 
congratulations for the favorable conditions under which the educa- 
tional department of the town has progressed. 


The weather during the entire year has been propitious, and there 
has been comparatively little sickness among the pupils. 


_ The length of the school year has been extended from twenty- 
nine to thirty-six weeks. ‘This is not due to the fact that at the last 
annual town meeting the appropriation for school expenses was two 
hundred dollars more than that of the previous year. Notwithstanding 
this fact the board has received less money in the ordinary way than 
was received for school expenses last year. ‘lhe additional time has 
been gained by a special appropriation from the State, and certain 
changes made which have decreased the expenses. ; 


We heartily recommend that the appropriation of last year be 
repeated. In view of the following, this will be seen to be a necessity. 
By an Act of the Legislature of 1899, an appropriation of twenty-five 
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thousand dollars per annum for five years was made for the benefit of 
towns showing a valuation less than three thousand dollars per pupil in 
the schools. Our school census revealing such a condition, we re- 
ceived from this fund one hundred and eighty-eight dollars and six 
cents. ‘The condition under which this is given is that there shall be 
no decrease in the amounts appropriated by the towns for school 
expenses. 

We believe the schools should be in session at least thirty-six 
weeks every year, this being less by four weeks than the time required 
by many other towns and cities. 


Only five schools have been in session during the year. After 
due consideration it was decided to discontinue school No. 2, furnish- 
ing transportation for the pupils to the center schools. The advantage 
of this needs only to be seen to be appreciated. 


It is more economical. ‘This year one hundred and fifty dollars 
was saved, adding to the length of the school year. 


Better instruction can be furnished the pupils than is possible in a 
school so small. ‘They are brought under the charge of more efficient 
teachers than can be obtained at the salaries paid for the outlying 
districts. They have the advantages of the graded school system, and 
the enthusiasm of larger classes is an incentive to greater effort. In 
our judgment the same course should be adopted with school No. 4, in 
the south part of the town. | 


Our teachers have the confidence and support of the Board, and 
no changes are recommended if the present force can be retained. 


We are confident that some improvements have been made in the 
courses of instruction during the year. It was thought best during the 
spring term to introduce a new geography, to take the place of the one 
which has been in use for several years, and also to add a Primary 
Course in American History and a course in Supplementary Reading. 


We are of the opinion that the readers now in use in our schools, 
should be replaced by an entirely new course. Some profess to see no 
advantage in a change, regarding one reader as good as another. A 
brief explanation should dispel all such ideas. ‘The modern reader is 
not only what its name indicates, but also an agent for Historical, 


Pa 
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Geographical and Biographical information. As this is continually 
changing, a book after a time becomes out of date, and by prolonged 
use 1s known by heart by many of the pupils in the schools. An 
advanced course in American History should also be added this year. 


We are glad to announce that the centre schools are now con- 
ducted very nearly upon the graded school basis. Each class has the 
opportunity of earning a promotion exactly as do the graded schools 
in which there are but one class. Each scholar has his monthly report. 
card giving the record of his attendance, deportment and scholarship ; 
this is submitted for the examination and signature of the parent, and 
thus the school and the homes are brought into closer relation to each 
other. ‘This we consider a very important advance, which should be 
encouraged by the parents and improved upon and extended as 
rapidly as possible through all of our schools. 


There is at present no regular prescribed course of study for 
all the schools. ‘This we regard as almost a necessity, and it is the 
purpose of the Board to arrange for such during the coming year. 
Such a course of study plainly printed in our next annual report would, 
we believe, encourage the pupils and increase the interest of the 
parents in our schools. And not only that; it would also have a 
tendency to bring in additional pupils. If prospective citizens could 
see for themselves that our schools are on a par with those in larger 
places, they might be encouraged to take up their abode with us. 


Our school buildings are in fair condition at the present time. In 
our opinion the Westville school house should be painted this year, 
and certain other needed repairs made upon it. It is estimated that 
this work could be done for fifty dollars. At the last annual meeting it 
was voted to build a new out-building for this school, and fifty dollars 
was appropriated therefor. ‘The Board found on investigation that 
at a very smail cost the old building could be repaired so as to last for 
sometime to come. ‘This was accordingly done, and the fifty dollars 
appropriated remains unexpended. We recommend that at the next 
annual meeting, this amount be appropriated for painting and repairs 
of the school building. 


At the last annual meeting the Board was instructed to build a 
well for use of the centre schools, but no appropriation was made 
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therefor. ‘he Board after due consideration decided to carry out the 
instructions of the town. In selecting the location we considered 
both the convenience of the pupils and the accommodation of the 
public. The well was accordingly placed outside the sidewalks. A 
suitable watering trough has been furnished by the Selectmen, and the 
hundreds of men and animals that have found refreshment is a 
sufficient testimony of the benefits of the same. We are confident 
that an unfailing supply of pure water has been secured. We respect- 
fully ask for an appropriation this year for the payment of this work as 
per our financial report. 


In closing we desire to express our gratitude to the citizens of 
the town for their co-operation with the Board during the year. An 
increasing attendance has been noticed at the public exercises in the 
schools, and also more visitors during the regular sessions. ‘This we 
are anxious to encourage. It is not only an encouragement to the 
teachers and pupils to have the parents take an interest in the schools. 
It also gives the Board a better opportunity of understanding the con- ' 
ditions and needs of the town in the most important of all depart- 
ments— the education of our children.
